GO [0 THE ROOT 
OF THE EVIL 


The pitise state of California 
is at present in an advanced 
state of excitement over the 
hit and run driver, automo- 
bile accidents in general and 
the alleged carelessness of the 
motorist. A San Francisco bay 


paper recently conducted a 
contest to secure a_ fitting 
name for the hit and run driv- 
er. The hit and run drivers 
are probably the greatcst evil 
.f the automobile today. 
Much may be done to cor- 


rect it but here ‘is something 
that is well worth considerin«. 
The average person is not 
built to be a hit and run driv- 
er at heart, But here is a re- 
mark we heard not long ago 
from a man who appears to 
be honest and upright in 
cvery respect. ‘‘The next time 
I hit someone and don’t kill 
him I'm going to beat it as 
fast as I can.” This same mai 
‘Was the victim of something 
unfair which makes him a po- 
tential hit and run driver. 

He fell under the axe of 
the “lawyers mill” or whatever 
you want to call it. He had 
been in a _ previous accident 
and given every first aid possi- 
ble to his victim as the dam- 
age suit later proved but he 
was tOrced to hire an attoreny 
and defend’ himself against a 
“suit which was not started ‘by 
the victim of the = accident 
but by a scheming attorney 
who saw a fee in the accident. 
No one gained. The victim 
lost a great deal of time and 
lowered himself in the estima- 
tion of his fellow man because 
he virtually admitted by his 
testimony on the witness stand 
in the damage suit that he 
was to blame, at least the 
jury thought so and the at- 
torneys got the fees. 

A little publicity turned on 
attorneys who use this method 
und reports of accidents ‘to 
make their living, might do 
away with a great deal of hit 
and run driving. 

Another thing which might 
go a long way toward solving 
at least part of the problem is 
a jaw-walking law. Pedestrians 
wander hither and yon On our 
downtown streets without any 
respect for their lives or the 
nerves of motorists. The pe- 
culiar part of it all is that a 
great many of them are en- 
route to their own cars park- 
ed on the opposite side Of the 
streets. If the automobile driv- 
er knows where he may ex- 
pect pedistrians he will be on 
the lookout. The place and 
manner in which automobiles 
may be driven is well defined. 
Why not regulate the move- 
ments of pedestrians especially 
on our business streets? And 
this is the thought of a per- 
son who spends more time on 
Macdonald avenue on foot 
than the average person. The 
jay-walking law is working 
out in Los Angeles, and it is 
saving lives and broken limbs. 
A trial here might be well 
worth while.

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AN APPARENT FRAUD 


If, as certain financiers with business interests in 
Rusia desire, American recognition of the Soviet 
“government again is to be made an issue here, an un- 
derstanding of the nature of the regime in Russia 
now is important. This is because no fixed estimate] . 
will do. The, judgment formed eight years ago 
when the dictatorship of the proletariat was inaugrat- 
ed is out-of-date and -erroneous today. « 

There was no doubt whatever of the revolu- 
tionary character of Russian experiment at its incepet- 
rion. If one’s memory is not too short one may recall | 
that the dictatorship began as a demonstration of the 
workings of communism. It was to be;an idealistic 
system in actual operation. The world was to see 
that. the theories of the communists would be success- 
ful in practice. 
It will be recalled that private trade was to this 
end abolished. Money was abolished. Private ‘pro- 
perty was abolished. “The wage system was abolish- 
ed. Taxation, in the sense of a money levy upon 
property was replaced by a primitive plan of sharing 
in goods produced. IM | 

Today all this is changed. The government 
has restored private trade, money, private property, 
It has abandoned its scheme of taxation for the usual, 
workable kind. The nefarious wage system again 1s 
in operation in Russia.
